ONLY SIX PER CENT WILL 
BACK “ANY” U.S. WAR

NEW YORK—An_ overwhelm- 
ing vote in favor of a_ smaller 
army and navy, government con-. 
trol of the munitions industry and. 
abolition of compulsory military 
training in schools and colleges , 
features the latest returns of the 
plebiscite on war and peace con-| 
ducted by the Council for Social | 
Action of the Congregational and | 
Christian Churches of America: 

The poll, which has now passed 
the 150,000 mark, shows a strong 
trend of peace-mindedness in every 
section of the U. S. Only 6 per 
cent of the votes tabulated, or 
8742 out of 150,487 persons voting, 
declared that they would support 
“any war which the U. S. govern- 
ment may declare.” 15 per cent, 
or 20,909, said that they would 
support “no war which the VU. S. 
government miay declare.” An ad- 
ditional 33 per cent. or 46,448, 
yoted to support “only a war in 
which U. S. territory has been 
invaded.”
